EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

a. The phrase "extending about the body" in line 6 of claim 1 has been 
changed to "on the body". 

b. The phrase "extending about the body" in line 1 0 of claim 1 5 has been 
changed to "on the body". 

c. New claim 21 has been added as follows: 

21 . (New) The apparatus according to claim 15 wherein the 
injecting means comprises a helical channel for directing the 
compressed gas about the body. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record (considered as a whole) neither anticipates nor renders obvious an apparatus for 
reducing clogging in a pipe having a body with a movable shaft therein and a scraper 
attached to one end of the shaft and an injecting means on the body for injecting 
compressed gas into the body, wherein the "injecting means" is considered to invoke 35 
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U.S.C. 112, sixth paragraph and is understood to effectively incorporate the structure of 
an orifice on an inner surface of the body (as claimed in claim 2), a helical channel (as 
claimed in claims 20 and 21 ) that is located about the internal bore of a fitting on the 
body (as clarified by the applicant's Remarks submitted on 7/7/2009) and a nozzle (also 
clarified by the applicant's Remarks submitted on 7/7/2009) in combination with the rest 
of the limitations set forth in the independent claims. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
